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PREFACE. 

This Exercise-book is intended to serve as a com- 
panion to some elementary work on Latin Accidence. 
Its primary purpose is to give the Beginner something to 
do as well as to learn — to give him an opportunity of 
applying such knowledge of Latin Accidence as he has 
recently acquired, and so of testing its soundness, and of 
rooting it more deeply in his mind. 

The Exercises are purposely kept apart from the Acci- 
dence, that free scope may be left for the Teacher to follow 
his own views as to the amount of Accidence to be learnt 
before beginning the Exercises, and the relation to be 
afterwards maintained between these two parts of the 
Beginner's course of study. Certain rules and observa- 
tions have been introduced where necessary for the 
learner's guidance in doing the Exercises, but it has been 
assumed that the Teacher will be careful to explain the 
same before requiring the pupil to learn or apply them. 

Each Exercise is divided into four Sections. Section 
A indicates the work to be prepared and written for the 
next day's lesson; Section B affords easy Exercises for 
oral practice on the Accidence prepared ; Sections C and < 
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D supply suitable sentences for translation, whether 

written or oral. Each Exercise has a corresponding 

Vocabulary, which should be learnt and repeated the 

day before it is required in translating, so that it may 

be unnecessary for the pupil while translating to make 

frequent reference to the Vocabulary. As the writer 

attaches great importance to Jacotot's maxim, ' Itepe'tez 

sans cesse t f he has directed the pupil in Section A of each 

Exercise what Vocabularies to learn over again. If this 

plan is fairly carried out, and if Sections A and B are 

thoroughly mastered before those marked C and D are 

attempted, the number of errors in the written Exercises 

will be much smaller than usual, and much time and 

trouble will be saved; it is, indeed, for many reasons 

better to prevent faults by previous preparation than to 

cure them by subsequent correction. 

Whilst the main object of this Exercise-book is to help 

the Beginner to fix the Grammatical forms of Latin 

words in his memory, and to enable him to appreciate 

their significance by the translation of easy sentences, 

such syntactical rules have been gradually introduced, 

and such explanations of the more difficult but common 

constructions have been given, as will enable the pupil 

who has honestly worked through this book to begin the 

study of some easy Latin author with a fair chance of 

success.

RULES FOR ACCENT. 

1. The Accent in Latin is never on the last syllable. 

2. It is always on the last syllable but one (penult), or the 
last but two (antepenult), 

3. If the vowel of the penult is long it takes the accent ; if 
not, the antepenult does. 

4. The quantity of a vowel may often be determined by 
these two rules —

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LXX. THE ABLATIVE ABSOLUTE. 

Explanation. 

An independent clause, consisting of a Noun and a Parti- 
ciple in agreement with each other in the Ablative Case, is 
called in Latin the Ablative Absolute; as, (1) Gallis victis, 
Caesar rediit, The Gauls having been conquered, Caesar returned ; 
(2) Duce hortante, milites fortiter pugnant, The general cheer- 
ing-on, the soldiers fight bravely; (3) Urbe capfvrd, cives 
terrentur, The city just going to be taken, the citizens are 
alarmed. 

When a Noun or Adjective is used instead of the Participle 
in the Absolute Clause, the word being must be supplied in 
English; as, (1) Cicerone consule, Cicero being consul; 
(2) Mortuo Sulla, Sulla being dead. 

There are many ways of translating the Ablative Absolute, 
e.g., Hoc facto, tutus eris: (1) This being done, you will be 
safe ; (2) Having done this, etc. ; (3) After doing this, etc. ; 
(4) If you do this, etc. ; (5) When you have done this, etc. ; 
(6) On doing this, etc.

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LXXI. ACCUSATIVE AND INFINITIVE. 

Explanation. 

When a simple statement of fact stands as the subject or 
object of some Verb, it is expressed in Latin by the Accusative 
and Infinitive — the Accusative being used for the Nominative 
and the Infinitive for the Indicative, e.g. — 

(1) Video te adesse = I see (that) you are present. 

(2) Certum est te adesse = It is certain (that) you are present. 

In (1) "te adesse" is the object of the Verb video; in (2) it is the 
subject of the Verb est. 

This construction is accordingly used after verbs of 
declaring, perceiving, thinking, knowing, hoping, or believing ; and 
after such expressions as — notum est, it is hwwn ; constat, it 
is agreed, it is certain, etc. 

Rules for translating into English. 

In translating the Accusative-and-Innnitive clause into 
English — 

1. Begin with the word that. 

2. Translate the Accusative by the Nominative. 

3. Translate the Infinitive by the corresponding Indicative. 

4. Remember that the Latin Infinitive has only one form 

for the Present and Imperfect Tenses, and one for the 
Perfect and Pluperfect.
